1'nder the terms of the will New Hamp- 


shire gets two scholarships of $1500 per 
ear each, this being the portion of each 
late and territory of the I'nited, States, 
iach scholarship! « for three yonrs, but 
lot more than one appointment shall be 
nade in any one year. It Is hoped that 
Indents can be elected in time to go into 
vsidonce at Oxford in l!)0:i. 


The provisions ofthe will establishing 


he scholarships giw the following Inter- 
•sting suggestions as to qualitlcutlons of 
tudenls:

New Bill of Fare Prepared For the Navy 


Department. 


1'ncle Sam's msn-o'-war's man are to 


ha\<- a comprehensive chang<- in their 
feed. Itt-ar Admiral Kenny. payma.st<-r- 
general of the navy, has submitted 
to 


St-cretary Moody for promulgation the 
draft of an official ordv-r prescribing Iho 
components of a new ration to be given 
TO the •unlisted men. This draft is based 
upon the provision of thr naval appropri- 
ation law. approit-d by the president on 
the day of the adjournment of congress. 


Ill the navy the ration of the jaekies is 


prescribed by 
law. and 
no deviation 


therefrom is permitted. Defects in the 
ration fixed by law in July. 1V.1, were 
brought to the attention of Rear Admiral 
Kenny some months ago. and he obtained 
the appointment of a board to consider 
the food of tho enlisted men with a view- 
to improvement. 


It was found that individual members 


of messes on board ship, in order to mako 
their meals palatable, were compelled to 
raise funds for buying fresh vegetables 
and fruits and various delicacies when- 
ever a ship was in port. This measure, 
purely voluntary on the part of the men. 
was encouraged by the officers of the 
cruising ships as affording a much needed 
relief from the inelastic diet fixed by the 
law. The new ration will. Rear Admiral 
Kenny is confident, do away with any ex- 
penditure by the men of their money. 


This is what the enlisted men will here- 


after eat: 


"The navy ration shall consist of the 


following daily allowance of provisions to 
each person: One pound and a quarter 
salt or smoked meat, with three ounces of 
dried or six ounces of canned or smoked 
meat, with three ounces of dried or six 
ounces of canned fruit, and 12 ounces of 
rice or eight ounces of canned vegetables. 
or four ounces of dessicated vegetables; 
together with one pound of biscuit, two 
ounces of butter, four ounces of sugar, 
two ounces of coffe or cocoa, or 
one- 


half ounces of tea, and one ounce of con 
doused milk or evaporated cream; and a 
weekly allowance of one-half pound of 
macaroni, four ounces of cheese, 
four 


ounces of tomatoes, one-half pint of vine- 
gar, one-half pint of pickles, one-half 
pint of molasses, four ounces of salt, one- 
quarter ounces of pepper and one-half 
ounce of dry mustard. Five pounds of 
lard or a suitable substitute will be al- 
lowed for every hundred pounds of flour 
issued as bread, and such quantities of 
yeast as may be necessary. 


"Whenever 
the senior officer present 


may deem necessary, the following sub- 
stitution for the components of the ra- 
tion may be made. 


"For 1 1-4 pounds of salt or smoked 


meat, or one pound of preserved meat. 
1 3-4 pounds of fresh meat; in lieu of the 
articles usually issued for salt, smoked or 
preserved meat, 
fresh 
vegetables 
of 


equal value; for one pound of biscuit 1 
1-4 pounds of soft bread or 18 ounces of 
Hour; for thre gills of peas or beans, 12 
ounces of flour or rice, or eight ounces of 
canned vegetables, three gills of beans 
or peas." 


This ulowance will cost the govern- 


ment about 30 cents por man per diem, 
and contains everything necessary to sup- 
port the health and well being of 
the 


men in every climate.

The new Babcock boilers have arrived 


for the construction power plant 
and 


work was commenced on Monday by the 
firm that Is setting them up. 


A handsome forty foot cutter for the 


U. S. S. Cleveland, built at the boat shop, 
was given a dock trial by Quartejrnan 
F. F. Hayes on Monday and like all the 
rest, proved to be a dandy. 


Three of the four large boats that earry 


the men from the South end had a lively 
race on Monday night and when 
thoy 


came to the shore on this side there was 
not much difference between them. 


A largo stationary boiler and engine 


have been put in place near the 
head 


of the stone duck, to be used in hoisting 
out dirt and rock from a. trench where 
cement will be put in to hold back the 
rock that will be dumped outsldo of the 
side wall of the dock. 


Word was received at the yard on Mon- 


day to start work on the U. S. S. Vixen 
at once and a crew from the different 
departments was soon at work. The re- 
pairs on this ship exceed tho work to bo 
done on the other two boats and nothing 
but a hustle will accomplish the work 
that is desired. 


The navy department is in receipt of 


several applications from states for the 
use of vessels in the summer cruises of 
various naval militia organizations. Tho 
department will endeavor to do all in its 
power to comply with thaso requests, and 
employ the Panther and the Montgomery 
on 
tlw> Atlantic coast and the Wiscon- 


sin on the Pacific coast for this purpose1. 
These cruises will be carried out during 
the month of August. 


I^ato. advices from the Asiatic station 


are to the effect that the Kentucky and 
the New Orleans have sailed from Nag- 
asaki en route for Klaocheu bay, whero 
extended target practice will be carried 
on with great guns and small iirms. No 
information has been received as to the 
direction to be taken by these vessels 
following this exercise, but the probabil- 
ity is that one or both 
will continue 


south from Klaocheu bay. 


The boilers of the I'. S. cruiser CJa.lve.i- 


ton, under construction by the William 
R. Trigg company, arc being installed 
and will be in place in a short time, when 
the piping and other connections 
will 


be put In place as rapidly as possible. 
The machinery of this vessel is In a fur- 
ward stage, and as soon as the ship Is 
launched the Installation of tho engines 
will be taken in hand with all expedi- 
tion. 


Wireless telegraphy Is a subject which 


in receiving much consideration at this 
time at tho nnvy department. A plan to 
establish a wireless telegiaph station In 
San Francisco harbor Is In contempla- 
tion, and the navy department expects 
to boffin n series of experiments with 
different 
systems 
at 
various 
points 


throughout the country. Lieutenant Ilud- 
glns, of tho navy, who was sent abroad at 
tho request of Hear Admiral Urodfonl to 
purchase apparatus for trial by the navy 
will leave Germany for this country on 
July 11. This officer 
firings with him 


tho apparatus of two French and 
two 


German systems of wiroleKn telegraphy, 
and It I* the Intention of the department 
to try those, together with the Marconi 
Hytstom, at Annapolis, Washington, Now 
York and San Francisco.

They raised col- 
umns which supported nothing simply 
for the snke of ornament; the dome be- 
hind the pediment took away Its sig- 
nificance and removed from It the idea 
9l pressure; they adopted tSie semicir- 
cular arch, which broke the entabla- 
ture and the Idea of solidity and thus 
destroyed the fundamental idea of the 
Greek simplicity without substituting 
any of their own. 


When the Koman style was removed 


to Constantinople, the Byzantines rev- 
eled in arch and cupola, but without 
discerning the real object of the arch. 
The circular arch distributes the weight 
of the wall. They refused It the prop- 
er office, made it an ornament and con- 
cealed the real support of the weight; 
consequently in the, Byzantine styl« 
we have the domes and cupolas repre- 
senting the weight with no visible sup- 
port and arches multiplied at caprice 
with nothing to support.—London Tub-

In a recent nnmber of London Eleo 


trician is an abstract of the report of C. 
Nordman on bis experiments at the 
Mont Blanc observatory for the pur- 
pose of finding out whether the eun 
emits electro magnetic rays ort rather, 
whether such rays are capable^f pene- 
trating to the surface of the earth. Of 
course'it is reasonable to suppose that 
electro magnetic waves of the Hertzian 
feind are actually sent out, but It is 
very doubtful whether they can reach 
any observatory on the earth. 


In order to obtain the best conditions 


it is necessary to choose the highest 
possible elevation, so as to escape the 
absorbing action of the atmosphere and 
of aqueous vapor. The author there- 
fore conducted the experiments at the 
station of Grands-Mulets at an alti- 
tude of 3,100 meters. A spell of bad 
•\voatUcr prevented him from conduct- 
ing the experiments at the top of Monl 
Blanc itself. 


The receiver used consisted of a gal- 


vanometer circuit with coherer and an 
antenna 175 meters long stretched ovei 
the Bosons glacier in such a position 
that at midday the sun's rays fell upon 
U vertically. This had the double ad- 
vantage of protecting the wire from 
the electric waves emitted by the Cha- 
mounix railway and from the Interfer- 
ence of waves which would have been 
reflected by the ground if'the soil had 
been a conducting instead of a noncon- 
ducting glacier. 


The results of the experiments, mad« 


under a cloudless sky, were entirely 
negative. The sun, therefore, either 
does not send out waves of this order 
or they are completely absorbed by 
the sun's atmosphere or bj, the WI>P 
ct 


strata of the earth's atmosphere. iSuch 
an absorption is exceedingly probable, 
as it is well known that Herjaliin 
waves are largely absorbed by rart'lled 
gases.

Ing device dropped thereon. The engine 
is started, and the coal is by this 
means brought to the elevator buckets, 
which dump it on to screens at the top 
of the machine, and after passing 
through these it is conveyed by t-pouts 
to the cart which stands at the side 
of the loader.

While 
It is primarily designed for coal, it can 
be used tor lime, sand, gravel and other 
Bimilar materials. 


Artificial Hair. 


A new process of the Frankfurt- 


am-5Iain company makes possible; the 
production of a horsehair of any length 
from cellulose or its derivatives. There 
wns one difficulty— namely, that when 
the cellulose mass was pressed through 
an opening, so as to form a hair, the 
hair was very weak when dry and so 
brittle that it broke if it was attempt- 
ed to tie a knot in it. This difficulty 
was overcome by spinning the hair 
from two or more openings of suitable 
size at the same time. These very fine 
threads unite into one as soon as they 
leave the perforated plate and form a 
single hair of the proper thickness 
which has the necpssary strength and 
pliability. 


T'nitcd States Consul Robert S. S. 


Berger writes from Sweden: 


Dr. M. Ekeuberg of Gothenburg has 


made a discovery which •will be of im- 
portance in dairy tanning lie claims 
to hmc invented an nppuratUb by 
which millc can be brought into the 
form of powder, like flour in appear- 
ance, hut possessing all the qualities of 
milk in concentrated form, moUture 
excepted. It is said that this milk Hour 
ss completely soluble in vuitcr and can 
bo used for all purposes for which 
common milk is employed. The milk 
flour does not got sour, duos not fer- 
ment and in the dry state is not sensi- 
tive to changes in the \vcnthcr. It ran 
be kept and transported in tin c.nis, 
barrels, bags, etc. The cost of produc- 
tion Dr. Ekenborg bag estimated at 
about 27 cents per 100 quarts, and ho 
thinks that flour made from sldinaiilk 
can be sold for about 13 cents per 
pound. 


At a recent meeting of the Academy 


of Agriculture Dr. Ekenberg exhibited 
samples of tho milk flour, which re- 
ceived tavoruble comments. It is con- 
sidered that the imuntiou will be of 
the greatest importance for the utiliza- 
tion of skimmilk, which heretofore has 
largely been wasted, but in the dry 
form can be transported all over the 
country without losing any of its origi- 
nal good qualities. 


The product mentioned is considered 


superior to the casein products "pro- 
ton" and "proteide" now manufactured 
from milklby the aid of rennet, acid or 
lye. 


Carbon BUnlphldc. 


One of the most vile smelling things 


known to the chemist, or anybody else 
for that matter, Is a beautifully pris- 
matic and brilliant liquid called car- 
bon bisulphide. Until quite recently its 
chief use has been in the vulcanizing 
process In India rubber works.

now, 
however, being largely applied 


to tho manufacture of cyanide of po- 
tassium, a compound which Is the ba- 
Bis of'the most satisfactory and widely 
Ubcdfmethod of gold extraction. The 
vapor from carbon bisulphide is very 
polsnnous, and special methods of ven- 
tilation arc required for its removal.

with so many conveniences. She was 
builr at Clyil^bank. Scotland, for the 
late O^deu liOelet at :t cost of $M)U,OoO. 
At The outbreak of the Spani-h war 
she was purchased bj' the lioverunient 
and lilted up as a. gunboat. 


Upon the conclusion of peace the 


Maytiowi-r was used by General Allen 
when he was military governor of 1'or- 
to Kico, but since his retirement she 
has been out of commission. 


Now the Mayflower blossoms out as 


the presidential yacht and has been 
thoroughly relit ted and 
refurnished 


from stem to M.ern. The president's 
quartets are situated aft on the main 
deck and include sis staterooms for 
the exclusive use of himself, Mrs. 
Itooscvclt and their children. The two 
larger of these staterooms have been 
very lavishly furnished. 
Special at- 


tention has been given to the decora- 


THE 


tlon of the bulkheads and the pan- 
eling, which are covered with expen- 
sive silk in many colors. 


Behind the officers' quarters on the 


main deck is the president's dining sa- 
loon. It extends the width of the ship 
and is furnished in white and gold, 
Louis XIV. style. The bulkheads arc 
.beautiful, with delicate tracery, and 
light is. admitted through two spacious 
skylights mahogany rimmed. A hand- 
some Italian marble mantel ornaments 
the forward bulkhead, above which is 
a large oval mirror framed in gold. 


Running aft from the dining room is 


the companionway to the president's 
reception room. Some of the panels 
along this companionway are made of 
Valenciennes lace, painted over with a 
silver paint to represent steel. The me- 
tallic pigment on the thready of lace so 
stiffens it that if the lace be touched 
shurply with the finger it gives out a 
sound like a silver bell. 


In the reception room tho •white and 


gold effect is still carried out. The 11- 
biary adjoinina: the reception-room is 
finished in Klpmi>h oak, and the book- 
shelves are lit ted into the bulkheads. 


On the port si'le, just outside the 


president's room, is his private bath. 
The tub, which is cut from a solid 
block of fine marble, is sutliciently 
kir'jC to enable the president to splash 
around. 


Besides the arrangements made for 


the comfort of the president and his 
family in the living and sleeping apart- 
ments aboard, extensive plans have 
boon made to give him the benefit of 
the most improved culinary and sani- 
tary contrivances.
